8. Price of plain slides, 40 cents each, 10 per cent discount on or- 
ders for fifty or more. 

9. For slides of marble statuary in the round with backgrounds 
painted out by hand, add 15 cents per slide extra to the above rates. 
This renders backgrounds entirely opaque and very greatly improves the 
effect of the slide on the screen. So many purchasers wish this done 
that on future orders I shall paint out such backgrounds as need it 
unless the order explicitly states that plain slides are wished.
